Sundry of thefe which pray unto God have formerly © 
fabjeGted themfelves unto the Englifh ; So that in this Govern- 
“ment among themfelves they doe referve themfelves in that 
poynt to owne them as their fuperiours, to make appeales 
unto them as neede may require, and experience for thefe 
many yeares fhew , that though they have fo fubjetted theme 
felves, yet the onely benefit they have is protection : as for 
hearing and determining their caufes, the difference of lan+ 
guage,and paucitie of Interpreters prohibits, and if their cau- 
{es come, they be fo longfome, and yet of {mall importance, . 
that ic is of neceflitie, that either they muft have no govern- 
ment, as hitherto it hath been,or elfe they muft have it among 
themfelves.

When the day came, this A& of Cutfhamoquin being broken

Then he proceeded to the fecond parable, and his firft Que- 


ftion was, Who is the Marchant man, that feeketh goodly 


pearles? he anfwered, it is all you Indians which pray to God, 
and repent of finne , and come to heare the word of God, you’ 
come to feeke for excellent pearles; and here alfo he infifted: 
his fecond Queftion- was, What is this pearle of great price? 


now inan{wer to this Qieftion he did not pitchit on Chrift 
alone, and fhew the worth and price of Chrift’: but he did 
pitclit on faith in Jefus Chrift, arid repentance for finne, and 
ftood upon the excellency and neceffitie thereof. And this was 
the greateft defe& I obferved‘in his Exercife, which feeing I un- 


dertake to relate that which none but my felfe underftood, 1 
dare not but truely relate, ‘becaufe the Lord heard all, and I 


muft give an account of this relation before him :His next que= 
ftion was, What is meant by all the Riches he had ? he anfwe- 


ned, his-finnes, his evil Cuftomes, his evill: manners, in. whieh: 


he 
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‘he formerly cooke. much pleafure ; And here he dilated alfo ° i 
Laftly he asked how did he fell chem all, and buy the pearle? i 
he.anfwered, by cafting away & forfaking all his finnes, mour= | 
ning and repenting of them, praying to God, and believing in ae | 
Jefus Chrift. And here, he fervently dilated , and fo ended ; | 
and this according to the beft of my memory and obfervation, 
ss the fubftance of what he delivered. Whereby you may ob- * | 

fervethe manner of my teaching them, for they imitate mee, 
‘as for our method of preaching to the Enghi(b by way of Do= | 

&rine, reafon, and ufe,neither have | liberty of {peech,for that 
way of teaching being very unskilfull in their Language, nor 
hhave they fufficient abilitie of underftanding to profit by it, | 
fo well as by this way., whereof you have herein a little |

te their new Towne built by the Converted Indians, where 
_ they purpofe by Gods permi{fzon to cobabite together , that fo 
they may enjoy all thofe Ordinances the Lord Jefus bath 
left unto his Church. Now what M' Wilfon there fam, 
heard, and obferved, that be hath written over to ws, and we 
have publifhed for thy information and confolation, =

g=== Ouching the. worke of God among the Indians, for 
mont Wee! ought [heare or fee from them that are moftcon- 
aos Gua] verf{ant therein, as Mr: Eliot, Mt Maberw , and Mr Le- 
SSS) verich, with whom Ihave made dili;e¢ it enquiry 5 
‘Ic doth profperoufly fucceed to their great pcouragtm Dis 
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and ours in the Lord. There was here fome few weekes fince,.. 
the prime Indian at Marthas Vineyard with Mt Mabewe (Humane= 
quinn )a grave and folemne Man, with whom I had feriousdif- 
courte, Mr Mabewe being prefent as Interpreter between us, 
who is a great proficient both in Knowledge and utterance, 
and love, and pra€tice of the things of Chrift, and of Religion, 
much honoured and reverenced, and attended by the reft of the 
Indians there, who are folemnely Covenanted together, I know 
‘not how many, but between tiirtie or fortie at the leaft, and 
receive none into their Fraternitie, or Combination,but thofe 
which give good proofe of their upright defires, to their Con- 
{cience, in their proteffions and Converfations, who when Mer 
Mahewe cannot be with them (as ac many fet times he is )doth 
in the wecke time infru& himfelfe from Mt Mabews mouth, 
and prepare for their inftcuStion on the Lords day, which they 
con{cionably ob/erve, and have cheir conftane folemne meet- 
ings together: This man where he was,had communion on the 
Lordsday with Mr Eliots Indians neere Dorchefter Mill, unto 
whom he preached or declared what he hadJearned himfelfe 
from the Scripture, fome two houres together, wich folemne 
sprayer before and after, and then ended witha P/alme , fuch as 
athome is wont to be fung among his ufuall hearers. The 
Lords day after he was in our Affembly, the Boate then being 
ready to carry him home by che next opportunitie, and truely 
_May reverence to him was fuch,as there being no roome I pray- 
ed our brethren to receive: that good Indian into‘one of their 
pewes,which they did forénooneand afternoGne,and at meale, 
Fiperceived by him that he had underftanding of what he heard, 
Mr Leverich being lately here and at my hou{e, (whoalfo prea- 
ched at our new Church ) J conferred with him about the be- 
ginnings and progreffe of tne Lords worke, among hig neigh- 
bouring Indians at Sandwich, and did heare from him, what did 
my heart good. And therefore when he tooke his leave of me 
_Ircqucfted him that he wou'd doe me che favour at his recurne 
“home, to find me a, bricfe tory of that good hand’ of C ‘od 
which W ‘as there. ap. pen them, ab ovigine , which I'thanke him he 
‘did foone after , tl tionghe not amiffeto inclofe dt, as 
Carte €O TE, bein ten wit bh his own hand ;not doabiing 
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but it would'addeunto your rejoycing in the Lord. About a: | 
fortnight fince,there was a Leéture to be of Mr Eliot,at Naticke, | 
the new, Indian Towne, where he ufeth frequently to preach to | 
them , befides what he doth neere home.(.on either fide) and. | 
many times doth kee the Lords day-with them, whereofha- =} 
ving fome notice, and that the Governoarc Mr Endicot intend i} 
edthen to bethere, my Cofin Ramon and I with fome other, 
did prepare to ridechicher, the Governour and his Sergeants 
lying at Dedham, which is within feaven or eight miles of che 
Towne, and weat.M: Fackfons neere Watertowne Mi!l ) in like 
diftance in the next morcing after we had been fome houres 
there where we found Mr Eliot, and by that time we had view= 
edall things, the Governour came with about. twentie horfee. 
men from Dedbam,and made a like view ,. after which the Lec- 
ture or Sermon began in the Fort, which the Judians have made 
cofwhole trees very hanfomeand firme, which is neere a faire 
shoufe which the Indians have buile after the Engli(b manner 
‘thigh and large ( no Eugli(s- mans hand in'it, fave that one day 
ortwo they had an Engii(b Carpenter with them, to dire& a- 
out the time of rearing, with chimneys in it : In,which M: E-

Schoole«Mafter:was there teaching the Children who doth 
reade.and fpell very well himfelfe, and teacheth. them to doe 
the like (befides' writing ) and as there is a large Roome be- 
low, fo'there is alike chamber above, ‘ina Corner whereof Mt 
Elforhathia little Roome inclofed, anda bed & bed-fted there- 
in, and.in the famie Chamber the Indians doe as in a Wardrope.

«wife to walke to and fro, having heaped on the bottome tym 
sbers huge ftones, thé more to fortific it, and it was.a great en= 
‘couragement to them , that the laft yeare, ( when a like bridge 
-made by the Engli(h in the new Dedbam Village called Medefield, 
fomefoure or five miles from them.) was throwne downe by 
the force of the flouds or Ice, yet theirs.did ftand firme and up=- 
right. Buc cq returneto the Fort , and co the bufines of the 
‘day, that is Round and Capacious, and they have prepared 
there a large Canopie of Mates upon poles-for Mr Eliot and 
the chiefe of hisCompany-to fit under, and other forts for 
themielves and other hearers. The Saneps or:men by themfelves 
and. the Squaes or women by themfelves,befides the Englib then 
prefent, ( which were about thirtie ) there were I thinkenot 
tewer then a hundred men women and young ones;among the 
‘Indians there-be {ome greater proficients in knowledge, and of 
better utterance by farre then their fellowes, Grave and ferious 
men, whom Mr Eliot hath trained up( or th€Lord rather by 
‘his inflru&ions and dire&tions ) to inftru& and exhort the reft 
of the Indians in their Lords day and other-meetings, when he 
cannot come to thenrhimfelfe. There be fome five of thefe, 
one of themi was prepared before we came, and appointed to 
‘begin this Exercife.: the further relation of the manner of this 
Indians behaviour in preaching, together wich the fubftance of 
that Sermon being before fet downe by‘Mr Eliot may be never 
omitted : other particularsin order to the exa& defcription of 
the Indian Fore and buildings in Mr Eliozs Letter is defective 
arc here fupplyed. This man being of middle age, and clad all 


in Englifo apparell (as moft if not all others of them are) fit-. 


‘ting in the midft, ona ftoole, under the theleer, did begin with 
prayer very foleanely,ftanding up for fome+halfequarter of an 
-houre, then fitting downe fpake unto them of the two Para- 
‘bles, concerning the Feild wherein thetreafurehid, and the 
‘wife Marchant (elling all forthe pearles wee underftood him 
not ( fave Mr Eliot ) excepting now and then a word or two, 
‘he difcourfed co them fome three quarters of an houre at the 


Jeaft, with great devotion, gravitie, decency, readines and af- 


feion, and geftures very becomming , and fundry mentions

houre more, aboutcoming to Chrift, and-bearing his yoake, 
This Text was tranflated by him from the Scripture into Eng-~ 
lifo, {peaking wich much authoritie, and:after his latter prayer 
the Indian-Schoole-Mafter read out of his Booke one of the 
P falmes irvmeeter, line by line, tranflated by Mr Eliot into Indi~ 
an, all the men and women, &c. finging-the fame together in: 
one of our ordinary Englifo tunes melodioufly. 1 {hould- have 
faid that after Mr Eliots Sermon there were two or three grave 
Indiansthat: propounded to M: Eliot, each-of them a Queftion, 
very pertinent to the matter he handled’ about the yoake of: - 
Ghrift, and coming to Chrift, which he anfwered, interpre- 
ting unto us both their Queftions, and the fumme of his owne 
Aniwers. After this the Lord did ftirre up my heart to make - 
an Exhortation tothe Indians, which Mr Eliot expounded to - 
them, and alfo the Governours Speech, which God did ftifre 
him up too unto the fame purpofe, declaring our joy to fee 
fuch-beginnings, and warning them of the great danger if they - 
~ fhould decline from-whiat they had already come unto, either _ 
in their knowledge, affe&tion, or Chriftian praQice , incoura~ 
ging them againft what might dampe or deterre.”. is 
Then all of us taking us to our horfes left. Mt Eliot and them - 
together, the Governour and his Company to lye at Dedian, 
and the reftofus when wee had rid two or three miles with © 
them did returne intro our owne way towards our former lod-* 
ging, having been every one of us much refrefhed in our {pi-' 
rits in what.we faw,& were informed of, viz. of God amongft- ' 
them. Not long before this, travelling with Mr Eliot: brother +

meere pretenders to Religions, Thirdly, for more particular 
obfervations. 1..God hath brought fome of them to a fence 
of their finnes, anda feare of his juftice. Here | fhall infert an 
example or two , one of them being to repeate fuch Principles 
Ihad begun to traine them in, in a Catechifticall way ( for my 
penury confines mee to this method at prefent, and I hope it 
may be never the worfe for chem) wasa good while before he 
could {peake,having his countenance fad before (and as I have

Eliot briefely to write meethe fubltance of.the Indians Exercife, 
which when he went thither againe, namely, to Naticke, where 
the Indians dwell , and where the Indian taught, he read what 
he remembred of it firlt to their Schoole-Mafter, who is an [n+ 
dian and teacheth them and their Children to write, and I faw 
him write alfo in Englifb, who.doth it true and very legible, 


and asked him if it were right, and he faid yea, alfo he read it 


unto others, and to the man himfelfe, who alfo owned it. 
To tell you of their indaftry and ingenuitie in building of an 
honfe after the Engli{o manner, the hewing and {quaring 


of their tymber, the fawing of the boards themfelves ,-and — 


making of a Chimney in it, making of their groundfells and 
wall- plates, and mortiling, and letting in.the ftudds\into them 
artificially, there being but one Englifb-man a Carpenter to 
thew them , being but two dayes with them, is remarkeable. 


~They have alfo built a Fort there with halfe trees cleft about 
_cight onten Inches over, about ten or twelve foote high,belides
